EXPORTS CREDITS 


175,000,000 
Marks 
Is Indication Of 
Good Condition

WASHINGTON. — Government 
guarantees 
and 
export 
credits 
amounting to 
175,000,000 
marks 
are contemplated in the new Ger­ 
man budget which was recently 
introduced into the Reichsrat, ac­ 
cording to information to Secre­ 
tary of Commerce Hoover from 
Acting Commercial Attache Doug­ 
las Miller, at Berlin. 


“This action is said to indicate 
that the government is satisfied 
with the progress made In the pres­ 
ent year under the various export 
guarantee plans, to particular the 
official guarantee of Russian pur­ 
chases,” Miller said. 


The plan is seen in Washington 
as a continuation of the trend of 
German official opinion in promot­ 
ing foreign tiade and in the grad­ 
ual re-establishment of the German 
pre-war markets abroad. Already 
Germany has made signal progress 
in its commercial efforts the coun­ 
try again ranking with 
United 
States and Great Britain as the 
leading foreign trade nations. 
Miller’s information showed that 
of the appropriation for the budget 
year beginning April 1, 30,000,000 
marks are to be diverted to export 
credit insurance. Another 20,000,- 
000 marks will be devoted to in­ 
creasing the export of agricultural 
products. 
A sum of from 20,000,- 
000 to 25,000,000 
marks will be 
divided among certain long 
esta­

houses in order to
